Ladysmith was being severe- 
ly bombarded, so that the troops here 
made a demonstration to draw their 
attention from Ladysmith. The whole 
force there (Chiveley) turned out and 
advanced. My company was escort to 
artillery. This Is always the very 
worst job, as the guns are sure to draw 
most of the enemy's fire. When you 
are 'warned' for that duty everybody 
looks sad and thoughtful for a few mo- 
ments; some say 'Oh, Lord!' then some 
wag shouts 'Now we shan't be long,' 
and everybody laughs and goes ,on as 
though there were no such things 
as 


shot and shell. Truly, the British sol- 
d,er is a queer mortal—as seen on ser- 
vice." 


Not Used to Mule Biding. 


Seaman Albert Large, of H. M. S. 


Terribie, writes of Christmas day 
In 


Chiveley Camp. Unfortunately Large 
was not able to participate actively In 
the fun that was going. 
He says: "I 


was not up to much on Christmap day 
—rather core because I had been mule- 
riding on one of my mules about three 
days before. I rode It down to the riv- 
er and back, about six miles, bare- 
backed. 
I could not sit down for a 


weefe afterwards-" without great pain. 
We are still shelling the Boers twice, 
and sometimes three times a day. We 
often put marks round the gun to lay 
it by during the day, and then 
with 


these marks open fire during the night 
at places where they sleep, so we don't 
give them much peace." 


Prisoners' Memories. 


Writing from Port Elizabeth, a pri- 


vate in the Welsh Regiment says: "I 
was on guard a few nights before I 
wrote this letter, over a prison. There 
were some Boer prisoners, and among 
them were four 
Welshmen and 
one 


English. They were from Forestfach. 
When I told them I was from Dunvant 
they shed some tears, and asked me if 
I knew the fellow who was hitching on 
top of Mr. Philip Richard's plant about 
six or seven years ago. 
I told them 


that was my brother, and they asked 
me to send their love to him and wish 
him a 'Happy New Year.' " 


They Had to Bun for It.. 


Samuel Youd, a Cardiff hussar, had 


an exciting time near Colenso before 
Christmas 
Youd and six others were 


on a small cossack post when they were 


surprised by some sixty Boers, whom 
they dldu <. know from Colonial s~ou,.s 
"We lost two men und seven horses " 
Youd writes to the Leader 
"We re 


tuiLt'd their fire until they were with- 
in forty or fifty yards, and then we had 
to run for it; auch a run I wouid not 
do again for anything. We had 500 
yjrds to go to the picket, in charge of 
Mr. Denny. We ran In a proper hail of 
bullets. 
I soon 
got 
winded, and 


thought I should drop every 
minute 


either exhausted or shot, but I man- 
aged to get In all right! 


Hidden in a Trench. 


"My troubles were not over, though," 


continues Youd, "as a few minutes 
after another party of Boeis were teen 
coming to cut off our retreat, so the 
order was given to mount. I tried to 
get up behind another fellow, but was 
too exhausted, so they galloped away 
and left me among 
the 
enemy. 
Oi 


course, 'twa§ unavoidable. I got in a 
trench and lay the e as st'll as a mouse 
with the Boers above firing after the 
picket. If they had looked over 
the 


edge they could have seen me, as 
theie was no cover of any kind. After 
they ceased fire above I waited for 
at>out half an hour, and then came out 
I did not feel at all safe, as I did not 
know whether the Boers had gone or 
not, but, as luck would have It, the> 
had, 
and I managed to get away with- 


out a scratch." 


Boers Who Never Came. 


Private Neville, of the Twelfth Lan- 


cers, writing to his frienas from Mod 
der River, tells a doleful story of 
how he spent New Year's Day. He 
says: "We turned out at 1 o'clock in 
the morning, and went 10 mi.es to the 
right of General Cronje's posi.lon. 
rtiier patroling the hihs all day, we 
lighted fires at night in the hope of 
a. ractmg the Boers. Then we changed 
our position entirely, moving about five 
miles further away. We halted, took 
our saddles off, and formed a square 
behind the saddles. With only a cloak 
to cover us we lay through u*s cole 
night, and were up at iac urst streak 
Ox dawn. We were told to stand to our 
arms, as the Boers always attack at 
daybreak. This went on far four days, 
and I don't think I had nine hours 
sleep all the time. We were supposed 
to cut off and capture a large body of 
Boers and a convoy, but they never 
came." 


Bayoneted a Chicken. 


R. R. Thompson, of tne Canadian 


contingent, 
writing 
from Belmont 


camp to his friends at home, described 
the day's work of the-solaie.'B and the 
final attack with fixed bayonets on a 
strong position, namely a farmhouse, 
with tour Inoffensive people in it. Ail 
he stiuck with a bayonet was a fine fat 
chicken, for the sticking of which he 
was given five days' clo^e bai racks and 
three extra fatigues. There was abso- 
lutely no news came to them except 
that the Imperial Government tried to 
&eep them alive by saying that they 
might be attacked at any moment, 
rnvate H. Chalfont, of the Hospital 


Corps, writing of the battle of Colenso, 
says: "We had a very hard time of it; 
over 400 of our wounded went through 
our hands. It was very dangerous work, 
as we were under a very dangerous fire 
all the time the fighting was on—about 
e'ght hours—daring \vhlc_i time we had 
nothing to eat and nothing to drink ex- 
ce.pt water. I am about sick of it. Sol- 
diering is all right at home, but on this 
job It's decidedly off, especially after a 
hard day's march and fighting to lie 
down to rest on a waterproof sheet 
with a blanket between two of us. We 
are up at half-past 4 a. m. every day,

brfore,

KOBE, Veb. 21.—No more cases of 


plague having appeared in Kobe 
or 


Osaka, the authorities have now re- 
scinded the regulation requiring the 
medical inspection of passengers trav- 
eling by foreigJi steamers and on the 
railway lines. 


This withdrawal of the last of the 


special regulations connected with the 
suppression of the disease may be tak- 
en as showing that all danger of in- 
fection has now disappeared. It is true 
that a return of milder weather maj 
lead taa reappearance of the epidemic, 
but that Is a point which must be let 
to the future to decide. The fact re 
mains that in no other 
Far Easten 


country wliere the plague has appear 
ed has it so quickly been subdued, 
and, as we have before stated, the au- 
thorities deserve the highest praise for 
their success. Conditions of climate 
and habits of life have no doubt had

The 
proclamation Is to the effect that as no 
fresh cases of plague have taken place 
since the 22d of December last, and no 
bacilli have 
recently 
been 
found 


among the rats caught, it la now con- 
sidered by the authorities that the mal- 
ady has totally disappeared from Kobe. 
The disease, however Is still raging in 
India as well as in Hongkong and oth- 
er Chinese ports, and 
in Formosa; 


therefore, In case precautions to pre- 
vent its recurrence are neglected, the 
plague may reappear as milder weather 
approaches. In view of this, the au- 
thorities concerned are still maintain- 
ing strict vigilance, and Individual* are 
urged to diligently carry out the cleans- 
ing of premises and houses and 
to 


continue the clearing out of rats so as 
to give no possible opportunity for the 
reappearance of the disease. 


The plague

have disappeared In Osaka, no fresh 
cases having occurred since the 12th 
ult.

Trouble Over Priests at Manila--The

HONGKONG, Feb. 12.—Tho follow- 


ing Imperial decrees are taken from the 
North China Daily News: 


To Receive Instructions Concerning 


a New Emperor.—The Grand 
Secre- 
tariat Is hereby commanded to trans- 
mit onr instructions to the following 
persons: P'u Wei, Prince of Kung, 1st 
Order, Princes 
Taai Lien and Tsai 


Ylng, 3d Order, and Duko Tsai Lan; 
also the members of the Grand Secre- 
tariat, Lord Chamberlain, Ministers of 
the Presence, Grand Council, Board of 
Comptrollers General ot the Imperial 
Household Department, the Manchu 
and Chinese Presidents of the Six 
Boards and Nine Ministries, and the 
iheads of the Imperial Academy and Ll- 
bxary. The above named are hereby 
commanded to assemble in the Palace 
tomorrow morning (January 24th) and 
owaH further instructions. 


Notes—To assemble 
such men as 


those noted above and at such a time 
and place is permissible only 
when 
there is a serious national crisis, to 
report the sudden death of the Emper- 
or, or to tell them of the appointment 
•of a new occupant of the Dragon 
Throne.—Translator. 


The Resignation of ' the Emperor 


Knang Hsu.—While yet in our infancy 
ire were, by grace of the Emperor Tung 
Chih, chosen to succeed him in the 
ieavy responsibilities of head of the 
whole Empire, and when His Majesty 
<lted we sought day and night to be de- 
serving of euch kindness by energy 
acaA faithfulness 
in our duties. We 


were also indebted to the Empress 
Dowager, who taught and cherished us 
assiduously, and to her we owe our 
safety to the present day. Now be it 
aiao known that, when selected to the 
Uirone, It was then agreed that if ever 
we should have a son, that son should 
O8 proclaimed heir to the throne. But 
«ror since last year (1898) we 
have 


been constantly ill, and it was for this 
reason that in the eighth month of that 
year (September, 1898, referring to the 
coop d'etat—Translator.), 
the Em- 
press Dowager graciously acceded to 
oar urgent prayers and took over the 
reins of government in order to in- 
struct us in our duties, A year has 
aow passed and still we find ourselves 
an invalid; but ever keeping in our 
mind that we do not belong to the di- 
rect line of succession and that for the

Japanese-Hawaiian Trade. 


YOKOHAMA, Feb. 23.—The Japan 


Gazette says: Naturally the progress 
of a bill in Congress, providing the in- 
clusion of Hawaii among the coasting 
trade list of the United States is watch- 
ed with considerable uneasiness by the 
Japanese 
concerned. 
The Jinmin, 


writing on this subject, says,that the 
bill has already passed the House of 
Representatives in its second reading; 
and it is almost certain it will become 
law unless the Japanese Government 
enter a vigorous protest against the 
measure at this moment. The Govern- 
ment, evidently alive to the gravity of 
the situation, a few days ago telegraph- 
ed to the Washington Government re- 
questing the withdrawal or an amend- 
ment of the bill, and at the same time 
sent instructions to Mr. Komura, the 
Japanese Minister to America, to ex- 
ert himself in favor of Japanese in- 
terests. Up to Thursday, however, no 
repiy had been received either from 
the U. S. Government or the Japanese 
Representative. 


H is evident that the interests of 


all the vessels trading between Amer- 
ica and the rest of the world, via Ho- 
nolulu will be greatly injured if the 
proposal now before the U. S. Congress 
becomes an accomplished fact. In that 
event all vessels, other than those be- 
longing to the United States, will be 
deprived of the right of carrying cargo 
or passengers between Hawaii and 
America.

Cable Project. 


The Echo de Chine states thai 
a 


project has been formed by M. Dojmer, 
Governor General of French Indo-Chi- 
na, for connecting the 
French 
and 


Russian telegraph systems in China. 
The project includes the laying of a 
short cable to connect Cape St. Jacques, 
at the mouth of Don-Hsi, a river in 
Saigon, with Pulo Condor, an island 
about eighty miles from the mouth of 
Mekong, on the route from Bangkok 
to Singapore. The English cable con- 
necting Haiphong and Feichow would 
be repurchased, and prolonged by an 
overhead wire to Kwang-chow-wan, 
and thence a submarine cable would 
connect with the Russian system 
at 


Amoy. 


Japanese Naval Maneuvers. 


The. approaching Japanese-naval ma- 


neuvers will be on an unprecedented 
scale. Forty ships are expected to take 
part in them, independently of torpedo 
craft, the squadrons of Yokosuka, Sa- 
seho and 
Kure contributing 
their 


quotas to swell the strength of the 
standing squadron. In addition to the 
line-of-battle ships Fuji and Yashima, 
it is hoped that the Shikisbima, which 
left England on the 25th ult, will be 
able to take her place in the maneu- 
vers. This may be called Japan's first 
post bellum display. The date has not 
yet been fixed, but it will probably be 
ome timfi between March 
25th 
and 


April 10th.

are expected, however, and it is the 
opinion of the health authorities that 
cases will continue 
to crop up now 


and then in different parts of the city 
tor some little time to come. 


H. M. Levy, the Hawaiian Hotel sus- 


pect, is in a decidedly better condition, 
and is reported by Armstrong Smith as 
being on the road to recovery, thanks 
to the serum. 


BOARD OF HEALTH MEETING. 


Reward of $100 Offered for Every 


Case of Piague Reported. 


The Board of Health met as usual 


.yesterday afternoon. 
President Wood, 


Or. 
Emerson and Messrs. 
Smith, 


Hatch and Lowrey were present. 


Dr. Wood: "I attended a meeting of 


the Citizens' Sanitary Committee yes- 
terday afternoon, when they passed a 
resolution to 'continue the work of In- 
spection for at least two weeks longer.' 
In the meanwhile I 'have already start- 
ed the organization of a corps of paid 
inspectors. The Sanitary Committee's 
inspectors and sub-inspectors will as- 
sist the new men in every way lo be- 
come acquainted with 
the conditions 


existing in the various districts which 
will come under their control. 
Mr. 


Towse will have charge of thirty pick- 
ed men who will be paid good salaries; 
they will work ali day and cover the 
whole city in their work of sanitary 
inspection. 


"It is Mr Towse's idea Chat we start 


right in with a good force of men. It 
is better to have thirty capable men, 
who are receiving good wages and who 
will do better work, than fifty men re- 
ceiving a small remuneration. The in- 
spection 
will 
prove 
more 
efficient 


where there is more apparent reward. 
Many of the volunteer sub-inspectors 
became discouraged because they fail- 
ed to discover any cases of plague in 
their apanas and turned their energy 
and attention to discovering and re- 
porting Insanitary conditions and vio- 
lations of the regulations of the Board 
of Health. 


"Now, if the Board of Health would 


offer a good reward for the discovery 
of genuine cases of plague, the work 
of inspection would be keener and the 
inspectors 
would 
naturally 
become 


more thorough in their work. I would 
suggest that a reward of $100 be of- 
fered by the Board to the individual 
who reports 
to this body a genuine 


case of plague in Honolulu. I consider 
that this mode of action would prove a 
paying investment to the Board. 


"A hundred dollars spent in this way 


wou.d sa^e the Board 
perhaps thou- 


sands of dollars in the end. Then the 
plague cases would be reported early. 
There are cases now going to be found 
at different times in widely separated 
places; sporadic cases which will still 
continue to crop up notwithstanding 
the fact that the plague situation is 
practically under our control." 


Mr. Hatch: "This reward ought not 


to extend to paid officers of the Board; 
physicians for instance." 


Dr. Wood 
"No, not to physicians; 


but otherwise I think it might be well 
to make It a sweeping offer, so that 
anybody, and everybody 
would have 


the chance to earn the $100. In this 
way the results would prove more sat- 
isfactory." 


Mr. Hatch- "I move that a reward 


of $100 be offered to anybody not a paid 
employe o£ the Board of Health, who 
reports a genuine case of plague." 


Mr. Lowrey 
"Wouldn't $10 do just 


AS well as $100'" 


Dr. Wood- "I don't think a reward 


of $10 would be any good at all; I 
want to make It a temptation, and $10 
is not much of a temptation."

done by the big fire in Chinatown on 
January 20th, for during the forty days 
of the plague before and including that 
date there were forty-seven 
cases;

much more 


than a third of the first forty days' rec- 
ord. 


A Letter From Lahaina.

Cane Laud. 


The Puna Sugar Compinj. Limited, 


was incorporated on Fnda,y last 
The 


officers are M. P. Robinson, president. 
B F Dillingham, vice president, A. J 
Campbell, secretary; E 
B 
Paxton, 


treasurer, and L. A. Thtmton, auditor 
The capital stock of the company is 
$1,000,000, of which $540,000 is paid up, 
representing the value of the lands ac- 
quired. 


The plantation will be composed of 


the former Eldarts ranch, Rycroft 
ranch and coffee plantation, the Goudie 
coffee plantation, and a large number 
of other adjoining lands that 
have 


not proven a success with coffee, but 
which are first-class cane l&nds. 


The plantation will comprise about 


5,000 acres of cane land, which can be 
considerably increased 
from adjacent 


lands. Tne'corporation has the privi- 
lege of subsequent extension of capi- 
tal not to exceed $5,000,000. No stock 
is being put on the market, the incor- 
poratore 'having taken all of the as- 
sessable stock themselves. 


The plantation is already well i;nder 


way, some sixty acres of seed cane be- 
ing already planted. The first crop 
will be planted this summer and har- 
vested in 1902. 


Two Important Contra eta. 


A freight contract was signed Satur- 


day between the company and the Hilo 
Railroad Company, under which the 
alter company undertakes to establish 
rSToad commwUcation •with Hilo, a 
distance of twenty-seven miles, with- 
in eighteen months; and adl freignt to 
and from 
the plantation, including 


freights to and from San 'Francisco, are 
LO be carried by the railroad company 
at an agreed schedule for a term of 
forty years. 


A contract was also concluded on 


Saturday by the company 
with 
the 


Olaa Sugar Company, under which the 
Puna company's first crop will 
be 


ground at the Olaa mill, the cane be- 
ing transported there by the Hilo Rail- 
road Company. This relieves the Pu- 
na company from the cost of a mill at 
the beginning while, at the same time, 
jonsiderably increasing (Xaa's output 
for 1902 


Although the railroad company has 


eighteen months in which, to reach 
Puna, it is expected that the connec- 
tion will be completed 
within nine 


months, as the rails are already on 
hand and the work will be pushed Im- 
mediately, now that the grradlng from 
Hilo to Olaa is completed, and the lo- 
-ation of the terminal division at Hilo 
flnalb approved by the Government 


Captain Splllner, late of the Mounted 


Patrol, has lost his position. The two 
watches are now commanded by lieu- 
tenants. It is not yet known who will 
->e the new captain.

THK CUBAN M F K K A U K . 


We referred briefly 
in yesterday's 


paper to the proposed restrictions of 
the Cuban suffrage. 
A late number of 


Harper's Weekly contains some par- 
ticulars which we quote in full. They 
•come from Mr. J. D. Whelpley, Havana 
•correspondent of the Weekly, and are 
of local value as showing the influence 
•now bearing upon Congress to create a 
separate electoral status for outlying 
island territories of or subject to the 
United States: 


On the first -day of May will 
be held 


the first election in Cuba of a general 
character since the Spaniards relin- 
quished the island. 
At that election 
each province will select delegates for 
a sort of local legislature or govern- 
ing body. Each provincial government 
will be Independent of the other, and 
responsible only to the general govern- 
ment as represented 
by Governor 


Wood and his 
civil cabinet. 
There 


•will be no attempt as yet to organize 
«ui island congress; 
for, as General 


Wdod says, it is best to try the pro- 
vincial form of government first and 
see how that works. The matter of a 
general 
representative body can he 


considered later. 


Apparently the most Interesting po- 
litical question to the Cubans at this 
time is the matter of suffrage. 
This 


vrlll be finally decided in Washington, 
but the Administration will undoubt- 
«Uy follow the'Tecommendations of 
Governor Wood, into whose hands has 
been given the responsibility of suc- 
«ess or failure. Governor Wood has 
decided, and so states, that the voters 
will be included in three classes, to 
wit, those whose names are on the 
swy-roll of the Cuban army, those who 
•can read and write, and those who can 
show $250 or more in real or personal 
property. 


In default of definite returns from 


the census, General Wood 
estimates 


the population of Cuba to be between 
1,200,000 and 1,400,000. Allowing one 
Foter In five, this would be an average 
of 260,000 men of voting age. 
There 


are 40,000 men on the pay-rolls of the 
Cuban army. This leaves 220,000 to 
whom the educational and 
property 


qualification must be applied. Govern- 
or Wood believes that about 35 per 
cent of these will be unable to qualify, 
thus leaving 143,000 voters, who,-with 
Cuban soldiers, make a total voting 
strength of about 180,000. At an el^c- 
tion the actual vote turned out would 
probably not .exceed IIJO.OOO at the very 
most. 
It has been predicted that if any at- 


tempt was made to l i m i t the franchise. 
trouble would result from the disaf- 
fection ot the disfranchised, but on re- 
flection it is apparent that this is not 
likely. In the first place, all the men 
of fighting tendencies are on the rolls 
of the army and can vote. In the sec- 
ond place, those who did not enlist to 
fig'jt, cannot read, or have no property 
are necessarily indifferent and w i t h - 
out ambition, and many of them very 
Sow in the scale of h u m a n i t y .

Appointment of Paid 


Inspectors/ 


A Citizen Who Does Not Favor the 


Change States His 


Views. 


"The Board of Health is making a 


big mistake and a big hole lu tiie peo- 
pi« B pocKei uy its now-inured *uea of 
appointing some thirty IM^U uamuiry 
inspectors, ' ta.d a niau y._si,eruuy who 
has been and Is now one of the fore- 
must m tut: ligtu against ma jji<ifeue. 
"t would like iny assertions to Oe« print 
ill hopes tiiiH tuey may nav« a deter- 
rent ellect, but as 1 am m everyday 
communion with the members 01 the 
Board of Health, 1 think it best to keep 
my name out 01 the paper. 


"The scheme, as 1 understand It, is 


to supplant the present system of hav- 
ing a volunteer inspector lor every 
apana in the city or say some forty in- 
spectors and 267 suo-inspectors—by 
one grand mogul and thirty inspectors, 
all to be paid out of the public purse, 
and expected to cover the entire city 
thoroughly every day. I don't hesitate 
to say that this is a foolish and ex- 
pensive move that will be futile in its 
accomplishments'and prove a meie ex 
cuse for paying out Government funds. 
In the first place, thirty men cannot 
cover this city satisfactorily. I under- 
stand these paid inspectors are to ride 
bicycles, and I notice that already the 
head inspector, who, by the way, is to 
have the appointment of all the others, 
is traveling about in a carriage. Each 
one is to have a certain district, which 
he is supposed to visit thoroughly 
every day. Now the real virtue.of the 
volunteer inspectors has been that 
everyone in the city was seen once 
every day about the same time and es- 
pecially the dangeraus classes, Chinese 
and Japanese, were watched narrowly. 


"Wuh thirty men, each will have to 


do ai least ten times as much work as 
each of the present force of 307. This 
Is a simple arithmetical conclusion. It 
will take tall hustling on an inspector's^ 
part, be he awheel or have the wings 
of Mercury, to see everyone In his dis- 
trict daily. He will have to begin at 
one end of his line and work, and quick- 
ly, to the other end, to achieve; any- 
thing People who know -the wily Or- 
ientals can easily see how those so dis- 
posed could make null the work of the 
?aid inspector. They would soon learn 
ills time and a sick man who'feared the- 
white doctor would make his toilet to 
fit his coming. 


"The paid inspector will have time 


for only a cursory glance at each indi- 
vidual in his district and he must be 
a shrewd. diagnostician to penetrate 
the bland faces of Celestials who seek 
to hide their condition, no.matter what 
it Is. It is put forward also that_.these 
paid inspectors will go intr- °y§ry room 
in every house and tnus necessarily see 
anyone who might oe so ill as'to be In 
bed. 
This don't fit at all with the 


nature of the Oriental. 
It would be 


only a trifling task for a sick" man's- 
friends to bundle him from one room- 
to another when the 'foreign devil' 
came. I have had a good deal of ex- 
perience in the inspecting line and 1 
am certain the paid inspectors will not 
be a success, if the detection of disease 
Is the end to be arrived at. 


"On the other hand the paid 'inspect- 


or system is going to saddle another 
burden of debt on the already 
over- 


weighted public. Each of the thirty in- 
spectors Is to receive $3. a day, and the 
'high muck-a-muck' $5 a day. Figure 
this up and you have a total of $95 a 
day, without expenses, or nearly $3,000- 
a month. This is hardly fair to those 
who pay the taxes. .My opinions have 
been formed by • constant observation 
and by exchanging confidences with 
others who are up in the inspection 
business. What the Board of Health 
should do is to offer a big reward for 
every case of plague brought to its- 
notice and do away with inspection al- 
together after the necessity for the 
present volunteer system is over. Those 
who are now serving will continue to 
do so as long as they are needed and 
the expense of $3,000 a month which 
the Board is about to incur would be 
saved. Again, it will be difficult to get 
men at $3 a day, who are out of employ- 
ment, and who will faithfully execute 
their trusts. 
Let the Board increase 


their reward of $100 for the detection 
of a case of plague to $250 or $500. It 
would be cheaper at any figure than the 
paid Inspectors, for it would stimulate 
everyone to earn the reward and noth- 
ing would be paid out unless diseaso 
was actually discovered."

Board of Health, Meeting. 


President Wood, Dr. Emerson and 


Messrs. Smith, Low-rey, Cooper and 
Hatch were present at the 
regular 


Board of Health meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 


The first matter of business was the 


motion to refer two additional items 
to the estimate on appropriations re- 
quired, to the Minister of the Interior. 
Tire motion was carried. 
The' further desired 
appropriations 


are: 
fl2,000 for the 
support 
and 


maintenance of lepers and $20,000 for 
the store at the leper settlement. For 
the last period, while the appropriation 
for the store was $35,000, that estab- 
lishment realized $26,500 in cash, 
so 


that the actual expense reached only 
$8.500. 


Dr. Wood: 
"Mr. 
Wilcox reports 


that the Auditor General would 
not 


audit the estimate for removal of gar- 
bage, etc., as it exceeded the 
usual 


amount allowed for that purpose. Of 
course, the expenses In this line have 
been much greater than usual, recent- 
ly, on account of the plague condi- 
tions." 


The matter was discussed at eome 


length, the Board finally resolving to 
pay all expenses over and above the 
regular allowance out of the special 
plague appropriations. 


Bills were before the Board from the 


Pacific Cycle & Manufacturing Co. and 
the Honolulu Iron Works for repairs 
on the fire engine damaged during the 
fire in Chinatown. Fire Commission- 
er Brown stated that this expense was 
above the Fire Department's pro rata 
allowance. 


Cooper: "These expenses would not 


have been Incurred 
If the Board of 


Health had not called on the Fire De- 
partment for help in fighting ^the 
plague." 


Brown: 
"The Fire Department did 


a good month's work on the day of the 
big Chinatown fire." 


The Board then decided to pay for 


the repairs of the damaged fire engine. 


Horses Will Cross the Pali. 


Dr. Wood: "I have here a petition 


from a liveryman. He wants to be al- 
lowed to send horses over the Pali for 
pasturage, and incidentally asks per- 
mission to be allowed to ship 
live 


stock to the other Islands. He is par- 
ticularly desirous of sending mules to 
other Islands, and states in his letter 
that he will do anything required by 
the Board in the way of quarantine 
and disinfection, etc," 


Smith: 
"Is it really necessary to 


disinfect horses? On their trip over 
the Pali they would get all the air and 
light and sun necessary: 
Those 
are 


considered excellent disinfectants, 
I 


believe." 


Dr. Wood: "There is no reason that 


horses should 
not 
become 
Infected 


from the ground in the stables when 
they roll. The trip over the Pali 
is 


not long enough to allow sun and air 
to have any certain effect. The horses, 
to avoid any possible danger of carry- 
ing 
Infection, 
should 
be 
carefully 


washed in a strong disinfectant. In the 
matter of requiring a quarantine for 
horses, I would say that there la cer- 
tain evidence that horses can carry the 
plague; they can have it in such a mild 
form that it wouM In 
1 hardly noticeable 


and could take 
Infection with 
them 


over the Pali. The animals could be 
removed to some clean d i s t r i c t outside 
of th« city and kept there in quaran- 
tine for a certain number of days be- 
forn being sent over." 


Smith: 
"I move that the request of

Cooper Talks of Kauai. 


Cooper: 
"1 have one or two rather 


important matters relative to my trip 
to Kaual which I would like to bring 
before the Board. 
In the first place 


the Waimea Hospital is in need of fur- 
ther help, nearly all of the work there 
being done at present by one nurse. 1 
suggest that the Waimea Hospital be 
granted another allowance. The peo- 
pie 
01 Waimea have raised 
$1,500 


among themselves for the erection of 
a surgery ward and I think w£ should 
help mem with their pay roll. I move 
that ?1UU a month be allowed the hos- 
pital for the pay roll instead of $50 as 
heretofore." Carried. 


"1 he other matter 
is concerning 


a very serious condition of affairs on 
Kauai in relation to the meat supply. 
I have laid a letter from Dr: Waughop 
on the table reporting tubercular beef 
on that island; this letter was written 
in December and arrived here about 
the time the plague broke out in Hono- 
lulu. In some way the letter oame in 
my mail and has been lying pigeon- 
holed in my office ever since. I was 
reminded of the matter while on Kauai 
and hunted up the communication on 
my return. H is considerably delayed, 
but of very great importance as the 
condition on Kauai needs immediate 
attention and baa already 
been let 


alone long enough." 


Dr. Wood read the letter from Dr. 


Waughop, which is published in full in 
another column. 


Cooper: 
"It seems to me that the 


situation is so grave that the people on 
Kauai should not eat the meat." 


Dr. Wood: "There are two horns to 


the dilemma, either we should 
an- 


nounce it to be dangerous for people to 
eat the meat or prohibit it altogether. 
It is universally recognized that the 
drinking of tubercular milk or the eat- 
ing of tubercular meat Is In a great pro- 
portion of cases the cause of tubercu- 
losis In human beings. This is too ser- 
ious a subject to be dealt with lightly." 


Cooper: "The proportion of. diseased 


beef on Kaual Is gigantic; fifty, sixty or 
'even seventy per cent of the cattle hav- 
ing tubercular trouble. Destroying the 
diseased animals would mean the loss 
of nearly all the cattle there." 


Smith: 
"We did not hesitate 
to 


destroy twenty-five per cent of the 
buildings In Honolulu on account of 
the plague; I see no good reason why 
we should stop at killing diseased cat- 
tle on Kauai." 


Dr. Wood: "The matter should be 


submitted to a special committee. TBTs 
condition does not exist only on Kauai, 
but in the islands generally. 
It re- 


quires careful- consideration and thor- 
ough investigation." 


The doctor's suggestion was put in 


the form of a motion and the matter 
was unanimously carried. 


Cooper: 
"There is another matter 


I wish to speak of; the doctors on 
Kaual would like very much to have 
plague slides and want the Board U) 
prepare them some." 


Dr. Wood: "I will see to it that the 


slides are sent." 
• 


Mules Before thr Board. 


Dr. Wood: 
"The matter of sending 


mules to Kauai is still on the table." 


Smith: "The funny part of the mat- 


ter Is that the people there are willing 
to receive them." 


Cooper: "The mules, In my opinion, 


should be clipped before leaving." 


Hatch: 
"How 
about 
skinning 


them?" 
Cooper: 
"If they were clipped, the 


work of disinfection would prove more 
effective. 
If they were quarantined 


: here for a sufficient time and then ex- 
: amined I should think It would be all 
1 right to allow them to be shipped.

| is a very hard matter finding pasturage 
here for live stock." 


Dr. Wood. "I know all about that; 


I'm feeding four horses on hay 
and 


oats for want of pasturage." 


Permission was finally granted for 


shipping the mules. The animals will 
go into quarantine for 'fifteen days in 
an outlying district and will be clipped 
and disinfected and examined before 
shipping. 
Cooper: "I wish to ask for two days' 


leave of absence." No action takenv 
Dr. Wood read a notice submitted to 


him by Jack McVeigh, superintendent 
of the"Kalihi detention camp, for 
ap- 


proval. No action was taken on 
the 


matter.

Mr. Ry- 
croft was at this time also proprietor 
of the old Honolulu Ice Works, at the 
Cummins' place in 
Nuuanu 
valley, 


which he afterwards sold to i.he late 
S. G. Wilder. 


Mr. Rycroft then went to Australia, 


where he erected an ice machine 
at 


Brisbane, which was the first ammonia 
machine there using a pump to com- 
press the gas. 
After remaining there 


about two years he returned to Hono- 
lulu and soon after removed to the 
Island of Hawaii In 1877. There he 
went into the awa shipping business. 
The trade in awa at that time was so 
large that many tons were handled 
each year, much of it going to foreign 
ports, mostly to the United States, for 
medical purposes. 


About the year 1884 Mr. Rycroft went 


into the cattle business, having pur- 
chased the Pohoiki and Keahialeka 
tracts in 
Puna, Hawaii, 
containing 


about nine thousand acres. 
He also 


erected a large saw mill at Pohoiki and 
furnished the Government with all of 
the hard wood used 
in the 
public 


works. He also furnished 
the wood 


i supply of Honolulu for several years 


Dy the Allen & Robinson line of schoon- 
ers. The ties of the O. R. & L. Co. came 
from this mill. Soon after things were 
running smoothly Mr. Rycroft again 
branched out and was one of the first, 
if no: the very first, who went into the 
systematic cultivation of coffee, upon 
a large scale.

he had in lower Puna sixty-five 


acres .tnd in Olaa 170 acres of bearing 
coffee. This venture, however, did not 
prove as profitable as most of Mr. Ry- 
c.roft's enterprises. 
Messrs. •)!. Hack- 


fekl & Co. purchased his Olaa prop- 
erty of 200 acres and the Puna Sugar 
Co. lately secured his holdings in low- 
er Puna. 


Last year upon the formation of the 


i'una Sugar Co. an offer was made Mr. 
Rycroft for his 9,000 acres of land in 
li.wer Puna and he determined to sell 
out and remove to Honolulu. He has 
sucli confidence In Puna, however, that 
he has taken a large block of stork in 
the new company in preference to cash, 
which was offered him. Mr. Rycrort is 
a firm believer In the great destiny in 
store for Puna and Olaa plantations, 
which, he says, are the banner planta- 
tions of the big island. 
He is sure 


that if they put a 500-ton mill in at 
Olaa. In from six to eight years hence 
It will be running the year around at 
its full capacity. There is land enough 
at Olaa to do this and they can plant 
there higher than In any other part of 
the island, as It is warmer at the same 
altitude. 


The Puna plantation has some young 


cane planted in Paaoa which is as fine 
cane as can be produced 
anywhere, 


not even barring Ewa or Oahu planta- 
tions, says Mr. Rycroft, and the Pnn.-i 
people will have In the near future 
5,000 acres of just such cane..

Under these estimates provision 
is 


made for providing a 
sinking fund. 


The items set aside for repairs, etc., 
are not actual expenditures and 
go 


Into this fond, these credits amounting 
together to $8,500 p?r annum will be 
available for Investment for the bene- 
fit of shareholders, this fund will be 
subject only to the necessary expendi- 
tures for repairs, and when desired or 
determined upon by the shareholders, 
the surplus may be distributed as a 
special dividend. 


The Result of a Surplus. 


It is, however, suggested that thefae 


surplus amounts be invested and al- 
lowed to accumulate, of this fund, $5,-

At Kauai. 


Attorney General Says Islanders are 


In Fuf Accord With Hono- 


lulu's Plague Plans. 


Thursday's Dally.) 


Attorney General H. E. Cooper came 


back from Kauai yesterday morning 
and has much of interest to tell about 
his trip. He found the people of Kauai 
agreeing fully with the stringent ac- 
tions of the Honolulu authorities and 
thoroughly wining to stand their share 
of the expense entailed. 
They 
are 


themselves sparing no effort to pre- 
serve a sanitary, condition and daily 
inspections of ail the plantation camps 
are being maintained. 


"The Kauaians are keeping an askant 


eye on the health status." said the At- 
torney General last night. "They talk 
freely of the importance of barring all 
risk o£ infection and are determined to 
take no chances. No lack of money or 
men will interfere wiui the system of 
inspection they have put in force and 
the ICaualans reason that tne other Isl- 
ands. and 
In particular Honolulu, 


should be as deeply interested as are 
they, on account of the vast sugar in- 
dustry seated there which might be 
ruined by a general epidemic. 


"At Hanamaulu where 1 first landed, 


i was Sheriff Coney's guest and with 
h.m I visited Koloa. The native police- 
man who, according to Dr. Waughop, 
has been suffering with varioloid, is 
well on the road to recovery. He was 
never so sick as to take 10 his bed, is 
not pitted and I noticed only a slight 
discoloration of his face. Hs was the 
guard over the Japanese laborers who 
were sent from the Honolulu quaran- 
tine on January 31. I shall search into 
the case of these Japanese to see if 
they are not of the same lot as those 
sent to Hana, Maui, where a case of 
varioloid appeared. 
There is now a 


case of measles under quarantine on 
the island." 
Attorney General Cooper said that 


he spent some time in inspecting the 
McBryde plantation and found it in an 
extremely flourishing condition. 


"Everything is being done on the 


most approved lines," said he. "There 
are four complete sets of steam plows 
Oi a novel pattern. The water develop- 
ment promises well, especially the sys- 
tem of reservoirs with an aggregate 
capacity of nearly 300,000,000 gallons 
made to catch the flow of the Wahiawa 
stream. A tunnel 1,400 feet long wil 
divert the entire stream, BO as to fill 
the reservoirs, near the McBryde home- 
stead. There are 5,000 acres below the 
400 foot level, all but 1.200 acres being 
fee simple. Three thousand acres more

A LOCAL ITEM. 


Chinese Woman Wins Her Case Be- 


fore the Supreme Court. 


The Supreme Court yesterday handed 


down a decision in the Chinese polyg- 
amy case which excited all 
China- 


town during its trial before Judge Wil- 
t-ox in August last. A woman named 
Lee Shee came to Honolulu months ago 
from China, representing herself to be 
the wife of a Chinese resident by the 
name of Chang Sam. On her arrival 
here she refused to consort with Chang 
Sam and 
married another Chinese. 


She was arrested on a charge of 
bigamy. 
Ex-Attorney General W. O. 


Smith, Judge J. M. Davidson and Ex- 
Deputy Attorney General A. L. C. At- 
kinson appeared for the prosecution 
and T. MeCants Stewart appeared for 
the defendant. On the trial 
before 


Judge Wllcox the 
secretary of the 


Chinese legation and several prominent 
Chinese merchants gave testimony as 
to the marriage customs of China and 
swore that a marriage could take place 
by proxy by using a rooster instead of 
the absent bridegroom. It was also 
shown that Chang Snm. the pros-siting 
witness, had sent money to China to 
the relatives of tho defendant for the 
purchase of defendant, and that she had 
left her relatives and lived with Chang 
Sam's relatives for a long period bp- 
fore coming to Honolulu 
Chang Sam 


paid her passage and she i ('presented 
herself tn the Custom hou.-.>- authori- 
ties as Chang Sam's wife. 


On her arrival she went to the resi- 


dence of I,o Kul, who was Chang Sam's 
agent in tho transaction but refused tn 
meet and live with Chang Sam and 
shortly was married to another Chinese 
by Rev. Mr. Parker. The prosecution
